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$75,000 LIBRARY 
BUILDING PLANS 
ARE REVEALED 


Sketch and floor plans of Up- 
land’s proposed postwar library to 
cost between $75,000 and $80,000 
and to be located north of the Pa- 
cific Electric tracks facing the 
city hall were shown to Upland 
city councilmen last night by one 
of their memers, Richard A. 
Ibanez, and by Mrs. F. H. Manker, 
librarian. 

The architects’ drawing shows a 
one-story structure of white rein- 
forced concrete similar to the city 
hall exterior shaped as an irregu- 
ldr square with a_ rectanguler 
wing. Its longest length would be 
130 feet and longest width 90 fest. 

The plan contemplates closing D 
street and erecting the structure 
adjacent to the Pacific Electric 
tracks. Grass and shrubbery 
would be planted in the area pre- 
sently occupied by D street with 
a fountain at the rear of the li- 
brary building. 

There are no hallways in the in- 
terior of the building. The libra- 
rian’s check counter would be cen- 
trally located to give a view of the 
children’s room, a reference room, 
a general reading room and all 
library stacks, An office is pro- 
vided for the librarian. There 
would also ‘be a small basement, 

The main portion of the building 
would be constructed with steel 
stacks of sufficient strength to 
add a second story if expansion 
should be required at some distant 
future time. 

The iplans were prepared by 
Marsh, Smith and Powell, archt- 
tects, and will be shown by Mr. 
Tbanez to the Upland planning 
commission at its meeting next 
Thursday. The present library 
building would be razed in accord. 
ance with the plan Mr, Ibanez 
said. %

To illustrate the idea, Mr, Ibanez, member of the city plan- 


ning commission, drew a black- 
board chart of the area between 
First and Third avenues and Ninth 
and C streets. It showed Second 
avenue and Ninth street planted 
to grass ‘and shrubbery with shady 
walks and a fountain at the Inter- 
section. Store buildings waunld 
line both Second avenue and Ninth 
street, as at present, witn wooden 
‘canopies shading the walks, 

Second “front” doors with dis- 
play windows would be located at 
the rear of those buildings, teforé 
which the parking spaces would 
be provided. 

To accomplish this, ali buildings 
on C street from First avenue 
halfway to Second avenue and 
First avenue from C street half- 
way to Ninth street would be/de- 
molished and a square parking? lot: 





provided. The stores on Second 
avenue and Ninth street would 
open on to the parking lot. Three 
similar parking lots would be 
provided at the rear of the stores 
on opposite sides of Second Ae- 
nue and Ninth street. 

Mr. Ibanez said Uplanders might 
be skeptical of the plan ir the be- 
ginning but that familiarity with 
its appearance and understanding 
of its advantages wouid win sup- 
porters.

The report stated that Mr. Man- 
ley and Mr. Gray, in company 
with City Fire Chief Howard 
Paulin ‘and Upland Citrus Associa- 
tion Manager Don Collins inspect- 
ed the alley and a measurement 
showed a space of 106 feet, leaving 
10 feet for the alley if it were do- 
cided to keep if open, and provide 
room for extension of the Santa 
Fe storage track if that were 
desired. 

The association already has dor- 
mitory building housing 75 nat‘cn- 
als and desired to have the alley 
closed to give the men the addi- 
tional space. The new building 
would be durable, suitable for ga- 
rage use after the war emergency, 
it wag pointed out.
